‘draw conclusions, but there is no 
doubt that the position of the Red 
Army ‘garrison, faced with a mass 
onslaught. on a narrow front, ‘is 
extremely difficult. 

Front-line messages from Kharkov 
speak of another Soviet withdrawal, 
though no precise indication is given 
whether the new threat is from the 
north or the south. Fighting has 
become as fierce as anything yet seen 
on this front. Hand-to-hand clashes 
are on the model of the Stalingrad 
battle, where the bayonet played a 
part as important as the rifle itself. 
Nevertheless, there are indications 
that the battle has still to reach its 
climax. 


CENTRAL FRONT 


On the central front Russian 
forces, maintaining their advance 
west ot Vyazma, are now threaten- 
ing the distant outer defences of 
Smolensk at four places. Spear- 
heads are pointing at Dorogobuzh, 
Durovo, Nikitinka and Lomonosovo, 
four key points in the semi-circular 
chain of German defences east of 
this great base. 


“HOW KHARKOV 
FELL ” 


The following description of how 
Kharkov was taken was given on 
German radio last night :— 

“Kharkov has been in German 
hands since March 14th, 6.50 p.m. 
The attack continues. South and 
north~of-Kharkov units-of-the army 
and. the army 8.8. are progressively 
gaining ground. On March 10 our 
units coming from the north ‘and 
west forced their way into Kharkov, 
and after heavy street fighting ad- 
vanced to the centre of the city. 
Other units at the same time cut 
off the road leading from Kharkov 
in a south-easterly direction towards 
Chuguyev.”’ 

{[ Nore.—The German News Agency 
originally claimed that the Ned 
Square, in the centre of Kharkov, 
was reached at 12 noon on Friday. ] 

‘The following day more ground 
was gained, and the fork of the 
roads leading to Chuguyev and Vol- 
chansk was reached. On March 12 
the main railway station of Kharkov 
was taken by storm. Mopping-up 
operations in the city proper on 
March 13 led to the annihilation of 
enemy groups and to the establish- 
ment of a connection between the 
German units advancing towards the 
north aud others fighting in the 
western part of Kharkov. On that 
day the enemy still offered stubborn 
resistance in the south-eastern dis- 
tricts, where fierce battles went on 
until March 14, when they ended 
with the collapse of the defenders. 

“The first attempt at capturing 
Kharkoy by a frontal tank attack 
was frustrated. A murderous fire 
harred the way. There was nothing 
left but to fall back. On the follow- 
ing day the tanks turned north- 
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wards, by-passed the city, made a 
wide circle towards the east, where 
they cut off the road which linked 
the defenders with the hinterland. 
Only then did the attacks start 
again ’’ 


GERMAN CLAIMS 


Capt. Sertorius, German.. Radio 
military correspondent, said that the 
German counter-offensive in. the 
south had extended to the area west 
and north-west of Kursk. 


“At different points the Soviet 


retreat is being carried out at in- 
creased speed,” he added. 
area of Byelgorod, on the other 


hand, resistance is rather ‘stubborn, . 


because the Soviet Command : is 
employing ever more fresh: reserves 
or throwing troops from other 
sectors into battle. Nevertheless, the 
German attack is continually gaining 
ground, and vanguards are advanc- 
ing from south and west on Byel- 
gorod, where the Soviets are making 
preparations for stubborn resist- 
ance.”' 

SOVIET COMMUNIGUE 

Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
states :— 

‘““On March 15 our troops, after 
tense and fierce fighting, on the 
order of the High Command, 
evacuated the city of Kharkov. 

‘“]a the Smolensk region, 
troops, continuing their advance, 
occupied the town of Kholm- 
Zhirkovski. In other sectors of the 
front our troops engaged the enemy 
in the same directions as before.” 

The supplement says :— 

‘North-west of Vyazma the ad: 
vance of our troops continued. The 
Germans, making use of positions 
fortified in advanee, attempted to 
stem our: progress, but were 
methodically pressed back. West 
and south-west of Vyasma our

troops occupied a large number of 


inbabited localities. Prisoners were 
taken and booty. captured. 

"In the area of. Byeli our troops 
occupied a number’ of inhabited 
localities, including Baftulino..A. con- 
siderable quantity of booty was cap- 
tured, which is being counted. In 
one sector the Germans attempted 
to counter-attack, but were repelled, 
and lost about 200 men in killed.’’ 


Want Butter Price 
Increased

of butter so as to leave only 6.41 per 
cent. profit to the retailer, The 
gross profit allowed on rolls is fixed 
at 4.25 per cent; by the new order. 

Representations have been made 
to.An Taoiseach and the Minister 
for Supplies to receive a deputation 
in order to avert a national crisis, 
Mr. McLoughlin, general secretary 
of the Irish Retail Traders’ Protec- 
tion Association, said last night. 


Top Prices For

READY TO 
MEET DE 
GAULLE 


—Gen. Giraud 


FEW hours after General de 
A ' Gaulle had made a statement 

welcoming General Giraud’s 
Sunday broadcast, General. Giraud 
last night declared that he was ready 
to receive de Gaulle, 


In a message to General Catroux, 
broadcast from Algiers, Giraud 
stated:—‘‘ There. is no ambiguity 
between us. I told General de Gaulle 
at Casablanca ‘that ‘there was a 
necessity for an agreement. The 
moment for the union of all French- 
men oí good faith-has arrived. Iam 
ready to receive General de Gaulle 
to giveto this union a concrete form. 
I ask you to notify him of this.” 


‘ SATISFACTION ” 


General de Gaulle’s statement: in 
London earlier yesterday said the 
French National Committee repre- 
sentatives were ‘‘ ready to study on 
the spot between Frenchmen the con- 
ditions, ways and means oí. the 
effective union of the Empire, so 
imperiously demanded by the interests 
of France at war.” 

The French National Committee 
noted with satisfaction, he said, that 
Giraud’s declarations in his Sunday 
broadcast marked “‘ great progress ”’ 
towards the Committee’s doctrine, 
and they now hoped to see the 
declarations speedily translated into 
acts at Algiers, Casablanca and 
Dakar. 

General Bergeret, Deputy High 
Commissioner in French North 
Africa, and Jean Rigaud, a political 
adviser, both of whom have been 
criticised for their Vichy leanings, 
have resigned, according to Algiers 
reports.— (Reuter and Press Associa- 
tion.) 


“WET TIME” 
PAY 


The “ Wet Time” Act, officially 
known: as the Insurance (Intermit- 
tent Unemployment) Act, passed 
last year to provide certain building 
trade workers with insurance against 
loss of employment due to bad 
weather, will become operative 
shortly. The Sth April has been 
fixed as the date from which con- 
tributions become payable, and 
28th’ June as the date’ from which 
benefit becomes payable. 

With certain exceptions, the Act 
applies to all persons of sixteen years 
or upwards employed in manual 
labour in the building trade. Those 
affected must obtain from the local 
Employment Exchange ‘‘Wet Time” 
baoi and deliver them to their 
employers hy 5th April. From this 
date a weekly contribution shall be 
paid for each week, or part of week, 
in which the insured person is em- 
ployed at the following rates:— 
Skilled worker, 1s. 4d.; unskilled 
worker, 10d.; young person (under 
21), 4d. Half these amounts is pay- 
able by the insured gen and half 
by the employers. The contribution 
is payable by affixing to the “ Wet 
Time” book a Supplementary In- 
surance stamp of the appropriate 
amount. - An insured person whose 
employment is broken by bad 
weather, after 28th June, is entitled 
to receive supplementary benefit. 
The rates of such are:—Skilled 
worker, 1s.; unskilled worker, 7}d. ; 
young person (under 21), ód. per 
hour. The benefit is paid to the 
worker by the employer, and is re- 
payable to the employer out of the 
Supplementary Unemployment Fund 
set up under the Act.:

UNSIGNED CIRCULAR 

Mr. P. L. McEvoy protested 
against an ‘“‘ unsigned circular ”’ 
issued to members some time ‘ago 
suggesting that an organisation run 
by manufacturers was not the proper 
type of body. to deal with questions 
of national. economics — that the 
manufacturers were not the best 
exponents of the policy of Arthur 
Griffith. The circular asked re- 
cipients to elect as members of the 
new Council a panel of 14 members 
appended. 

When the result of the election 
was ,announced, Senator Sean P. 
Campbell {one of those elected) said 
that he had no intention of going 
forward, having regard to the efforts 
of some cliqne to get rid of certain 
individuals. None of the people whose 
names had appeared on the circular 
could teach him anything about 
Sinn Fein or anything else so far 
as the culthral life of this nation 
was concerned. Rather than sit on 
the Council he would sooner be out 


who had been beaten ‘‘by the 
patriots whe had just begun to 
realise that they have a country.” 

During the debate Mr. P. 
O Caoimh, President, “said that he 
very much regretted that his name 
had been included in the names 
given in the document. He had no 
knowledge that this circular was 
current, and had no hand, act nor 
part in it. Hie particularly _ re- 
gretted Senator Campbell was not 
on the Council.

Flagrant 
Profiteering 


Advocating fixed prices for all 
commodities at the annual meeting 
of the National Agricultural and 
Industrial Development Association, 
held at á St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin, last evening, Mr. Padraig 
O Caoimh, President, said that 
flagrant profiteering—particularly in 
commodities which seemed to have 
disappeared: from the market—was 
going on under the very nose of the 
Prices Commission. He said that 
Irish whiskey, of which there was 
said to be a shortage, ‘could be had 
in large quantities at excessive 
prices 

‘It is nothing unusual,’ he 
added. ‘‘to see sale advertisements 
reading ‘What offers?’ of goods 
which are unprocurable through the 
ordinary channels. These goods 
have gone into the black market, 
and in my ‘opinion the remedy is 
very simple. The Government 
should fix prices of all commodities 
by taking a reputable firm’s 1939 
price list and allow an emergency 
percentage say even thirty-three 
and one-third per cent., to cover 
increased costs due to transport of 
raw materials, insurance, etc. 
Clothing materials should certainly 
come under this head.” 

‘What would Griffith think of us 
were he alive to-day,’ asked Mr.

Bombers Sink 
_ More Ships 


Japan’s plans in the “South-West 
Pacific area are crystalling rapidly, 
though attempts to build up her 
forces: already have cost her some 
114,000 tons of shipping in fifteen 
days, says Reuter’s Special Corre- 
spondent in a. message from Allied 
Headquarters, South Pacific, yester- 
day. 

This tonnage represents over 15 
er cent. of her estimated yearly 
ashing capacity, and its loss is 
due solely to the activities of the 
Allied air arm. 

Of the eight-ship convoy attacked 
off North-East New Guinea on 
Saturday morning a  4,000-ton 
tanker is believed to have been sunk, 
a transport of 8,000 tons was seen 
to explode, and was left blazing 
from stem to stern, and a 500Ib. 
bomb-hit was made near the bow .of 
a large destroyer. Liberators and 
Flying Fortresses led the attack, 
which involved a round trip of 3,000 
miles. 
ther heavy bombers attacked the 
aerodrome and town area of Wewak, 
where there is a strong possibility 
that some Japanese ships may, have 
been able to harbour. \ 

The Japanese now have powerful 
land, sea and air forces at the north- 
west, as well as the north-east end 
of the arc of islands running round 
the entire northern perimeter of 
Australia. Indeed, some bases on 
the Dutch islands in the north-west 
are only a few hundred miles from 
the mainland.

City Rates 
To Be 
Reduced 


HE .burden of rates on Dublin 
fj ratepayers will be lightened 
slightly in the coming financial 
year, Should the City Council accept 
the recommendation of the Estimates 
Committee, which met. last night, 
the rate for the coming financial year 
will be 20s. ld. in the £, or 5d. less 
than in the present year. 

Four, major factors contributing 
to the reduction. in the rates are:— 
Increase in rateable valuation follow- 
ing the expiration of rate concessiors 
in respect of large nfmbers of new 
houses;.a reduction of over £22,000 
in the Dublin Board of Assistance 
estimate borne by the city rates; 
cash and credit balances carried in 
the various accounts, and a drop of 
over £35,000 in the contribution to 
the Uniemployment Assistance Acts. 

These have offset an increase of 
£74,000 in the demand of the 
Grangegorman Mental Hospital; a 
new item of. £50,000 for bonus to 
Corporation staffs; an advance of 
£19,000 in the capitation grant to 
industrial. schools in consequence of 
the sChildren's Act; an ag regate 
increase In school meal, infectious 
diseases and tuberculosis expenditure 
of £67,000, of which Government 
grants will cover £26,000, leaving a 
net increase of £41,000. Other in- 
creases include over £10,000 for 
securing dangerous buildings, £7,600 
for baths’ and wash-house expendi- 
ture, £14,800 for housing, and £6,500 
for the Neutrality (War Damage to 
Property) Act. * ,

OLYMPIA THEATRE 
'' RED ROSES FOR ME "' 


HE first two acts of this play 

I might have been written by 

Sean O'Casey while on the 
way to “The Gunman,” ““Juno ” 
and “ The Plough.' The characters, 
net yet quite so full, have a good 
deal of the vivid quality of “ Seumas 
Sheils,"’ of “ The Paycock”’ and 
** Joxer,’’ and of ‘‘ Fluther Good.”’ 
The world in 1913 had not yet 
reached a ‘‘state of chassis,’’ 
although it was already moving fast 
in that direction, “Red Roses for 
Me” sets out to show Dublin 
disturbed by the strike that happened 
in that year, and to give us a fore- 
taste of the thunder that was to 
come. And for these two first acts 
it is a foretaste, too, of the O'Casey 
that was to come. To be seeing it 
now—after three better plays from 
him—is a curious experience. 

It calls attention to the fact that 
he has given us no play in his more 
real and successful manner for seven- 
teen years—not since ‘* The Plough 
and the Stars’’—and it also tells 
the reason why in its last two acts. 
He has been spending himself upon 
experiments in the barren realm of 
expressionist drama, the drama of 
mouthpieces and of stage effects, 
rather than of human beings, and 
mart of him is still there. In these 
two acts he still goes on with his 
experiments, He may be impelled 
by the realisation that the prose 
drama of the popular theatre is dead, 
and wanting greatly to do some- 
thing about this. He is still ready 
almost to spoil a play that begins 
in his: old manner “á somethin 
tacked on out of his new way o 
CK 4 things in the theatre, and 
which can only leave a frequent un- 
certainty in the spectator’s mind as 
to what he is really trying to say 
about anything. Ie it that his 
ambitions are greater than his 
talents and must remain so? 

His characters, too, mainly when 
they pass with him into his second 
manner, suffer from this strange at- 
tempt at enlargement. They have 
too studied and grand a way, of 
talking; they confuse the theme of 
the play and impede its action 
by their eloquence. Sometimes 
their words light up the scene 
with explosive laughter, but. just 
as often they float away into the 
air and are lost. Those people do 
not become transfigured into some- 
thing larger than themselves; the 
stage lights which play around them 
as symbols make us only wish that 
their author had left them as they 
were, where they began to amuse 
us “ge just as themselves. 

_ The story when it is left simplest 
is at its best, and is easily told. 
Ayemon Bredon, a young railway 
worker, pig his amateur 
theatricals and his sweetheart, be- 
comes involved in the strike. His 

Sage to a tragic end is seen closely 
y his mother, his sweetheart, the 
Rector of St. Burnipus, and the 
three or four real O’Casey characters 
who make the early ws of the play 
nearly as good as Dublin had ex- 

after só long a silence from 
the author. The heavier manner 
which overtakes them in the third 
act, where they become an accusa- 
tion of society and see visions, is 
the end 
by.a bright return to the play’s 
earlier form in the characters 
of the two select vestrymen of St.

authorities who control their 
municipal exchequers. Some weeks 
ago we were able to congratulate 
the ratepayers of County Dublin 
on a substantia) reduction in the 
cost of their local government. 
Last week the people of D 
Laoghaire were relieved to learn 
of a further réduction in their 
rate accounts. To-day it is pos- 
sible to announce that the 
Corporation and City Manager of 
Dublin have contrived to reduce 
the liability of city ratépayers by 
something like £40,000—the 
equivalent of 5d. in the pound of 
valuation—for the coming finan- 
cial year. From “the summary of 
inereased demands which appears 
in to-day’s issue it will be seen 
that more substantial economies 
could have been effécted but for 
the requireménts of services which 
are not controlled. by the Muni- 
cipal Council, and for other ex- 
penditure imposed by emergency 
needs. On the other hand, some 
of the actual economies can be 
traced to certain compulsory 
retrenchments in outlays for 
public lighting and other services, 
On balance, however, the esti- 
mates reflect the result of prudent 
management and a commendable 
desire on the Corporation’s part 
to lighten the burden of rate- 
payers who are beset by ever-in- 
creasing bills for their domestic 
needs and by the unprecedented 
cost of national government. For 
such comparatively small mercies 
—even for the shilling saved on 
the municipal ares Thea as 
against the extra pound required 
for the national swings—the 
citizens of Dublin have reason to 
be thankful. Nevertheless, their 
feeling of momentary relief must 
be tempered by some less pleasing 
reflections, Part of the economy 
has been secured by the compul- 
sory postponement of serious 
efforts to rid the city of its 
pestiferous cellar dwellings and 
tenement rookeries and of other 
inroads on disease and poverty. 
As stich social liabilities accumu- 
late, they foretell days—days 
which, in our view, cannot come 
too soon—when new and heavier 
burdens must fall on the rate- 
payers’ shoulders. Taking that 
longer view, we can rejoice, how- 
ever, that the City Manager, 
the County Commissioner and the 
Corporations of Dublin and Dun 
Laoghaire are, in effect, laying up 
treasure against rainy days te 
come. 

Other ‘aspects of local: finance 
are suggested by recent managerial 
communications. - In Dublin, as 
in Dun Laoghaire, there have 
been certain adjustments between 
lending and borrowing authori- 
ties, as the result of which rate- 
payers will benefit materially. 
In Dun Laoghaire, the City 
Manager and his assistant, Mr. 
O’Mahony, found the Representa- 
tive Church Body willing to 
reduce its rate of interest on 
£275,000 of local loans by about 
20 per cent. In Dublin, the same 
body, the Bank of Ireland, and 
other lending institutions, agreed 
with Mr. Hernon and his Finance 
Committee to extinguish loans to 
the extent of £700,000, and to 
replace them by issues of Muni- 
cipal Stock, bearing interest at 
34 per cent. Among these lenders 
was the Department of Finance, 
some of whose advances carried 
interest at 53 per cent. Thus, 
the ratepayers’ capital liabilities 
have been 
£40,000, and the way is paved for 
more favourable terms when 
further borrowings become neces- 
sary. Details of other achieve- 
ments in the sphere of municipal 
finance may be extracted by 
students of civic economy from 
the somewhat bewildering mass 
of figures that is presented in the 
official accounts. Sheh studies, 
let us. warn the reader, call for 
degrees of expert knowledge and 
industry which, we fear, few 
citizens possess. They reveal a 
series of convolutions and cross- 
entries between Government de- 
partments, municipal councils 
and other local bodies, which defy 
understanding by the average 
citizen. If Mr. Hernon and his 
coadjutors could find time an4- 
opportunity to presént the Cor- 
poration’s accounts in somé 
simpler form, they would render 
another real service to municipal 
democracy. 


Back to the Land 


We have commented more than

There are, then, people who 
welcome this recruitment of 
children for land work on the 
ground that it will help to 
redress the unnatural balance. 
They wish to see the practice con- 
tinued after the wat, in the hope 
that increasing numbers of young 
people will appreciate the dignity, 
as well as the importance, of 
agriculture, will develop a tasté 
for. it, will become farmers in 
their own right, and will create 
a “flight from the town” to 
counter-balance the pre-war 
“flight from the land.” Their 
efforts deserve to be watched with 
interest on this side of the 
Channel: The “ flight from the 
land ”' is less rapid here than in 
Great Britain; yet it is dangerous 
enough, and threatens to become 
more dangerous still. War con- 
ditions have compelled our 
country to try vatious expéri- 
ménts, some of which have 
succeeded, while others have been 
failures. Would it be worth 
while, perhaps, to make a trial 
here of this British system of 
“ harvest camps’? Many I ‘sh 
children cannot afford a summer 
holiday. It is possible that some 
hundreds, if not thousands, would 
be glad of the chance to work for 
a fortnight in the country. They 
would be a great deal better off 
there than in the streets; their 
labour might not come up to the 
level of practised farm hands, but 
it would not be valueless; and 
their minds—even the minds of a 
few—might be turned back to the 
countryside from which they 
sprang. The monéy, as we think, 
would be well spent. 


Wishful Thinking 


No more sevére blow was ever 
dealt to optimists in general than 
the invention of the phrase 
‘“‘ wishful thinking.” Once upon «. 
time, the man who hoped for the 
best was thought of as a cheery 
fellow, and one who looked at life 
in theright and proper way. Now, 
he is scoffed at and derided ; he is 
held up as one who deludes him- 
self into unawareness of the 
blackness of the horizon; he is 
labelled a wishful thinker, and 
as such he is the sport and the 
mockery of the little boys. To 
such a one it must be cheering to 
learn of the town of South Bend, 
Indiana. South Bend, apparently, 
is one of those places where grey 
skies are eternally turning blue, 
and blue days—paradoxically 
enough—being touched with gold ; 
in short, where every man looks 
at life through  rose-coloured 
spectacles. So worked up did the 
citizens of this. town become, over 
rumours of great news concerning 
the war, that when the whistle 
jammed on a railway locomotive 
at midnight it hurled them out, 
one and all, into the streets, to 
celebrate the armistice. We 
picture the glee and the revelry of 
this proud city—the county seat, 
says the Columbia Encyclopedia, 
of St. Joseph’s County. We 
think of the workers pouring from 
the plants, the people from their 
homes, in the climax of the 
greatest orgy of over-optimism 
that recent years have known. 
We wonder, rather sadly, how 
South Bend was convinced at last 
that it was all a mistake—that a 
hundred thousand people, a 
hundred thousand good Indiana 
optimists, can be wrong. We see 
them turning back to thé manu- 
facture of ‘‘ automobiles and of 
plows and other farm equipment,’’ 
dull and ' disillusioned, unable 
to look one another in the eye. 
What is it that a city should be 
the site of the Studebaker plant— 
th: there should be a historical] 
museum in the old courthouse— 
that the University of Notre Dame 
should be just beyond its fringe— 
if it is to be held up to the scorn 
of a sneering world as a city of 
wishful thinkers?

At present 
tha Committée are spending £800 a 
year on fox-extermination alone, and 
‘eight experts are employed on the 
work. Not only are farmers’ losses 
heavy, but the fotea are multiplying 
and spreading to new areas.

St. Bartholomew’s Huspital, Smith- 
field, celebrates this year its 
anniversary. In 1123 the monk 
Rahere founded a priory, with a 
hospital attached, in the swamp of 
Smithfield, which he transformed 
into pleasant gardens, erecting

of the largest priories in London, | 
and the hospital became increasingly 
important. Henry I. made several 
grants to help the hospital’s finances, 
and. a further source of revenue was.

hocks, champagne and brandy. from 


the cellars of the late Mrs. Roland 


Greville, intimate friend of the 
Royal family, are sold at Christie’s 
on Wednesday next, very high prices 
are certain to be realised. because of 
their extreme scarcity. Among the 
rare brandies are six bottles of 
Grande champagne, 1810, and five; 
bottles of Grande Vieille reserve, 
1818, brandy. Mr. Maurice Healy, 
K.C., relates how, many years ago, 
when Monsieur Hennessy, head of 
the great brandy firm, was visiting 
host inquired if he 
would like a liqueur with his coffee. 

Hennessy concealed a grimage, 
and accepted. ‘‘ Bring that peculiar 
decanter,’ said the host to his 
butler. A few minutes later he 
turned to his guest and said: ‘‘ Now 
tell me what that is.”

To me, there is 
something unnatural about leaving a 
theatre at half-past nine. It savours 
of anti-climax to bé forced to return 
quietly home at a time when, in days 
of yore, the first interval would have 
barely started. : 


Sugar from Carrots! 


Now that we have been informed 
by the Minister for Supplies that no 
sugar will be available for jam- 
making this year perhaps the method 
adopted in Britain for the manufac- 
ture of carrot treacle may be of 
interest. 

Two seasons ago there was a 
heavy carrot crop, but a good deal 
was unusable as the carrots had 
split. A new process was tried in 
order to utilise the high sugar 
content of the surplus. The carrots 
were crushed in mills and the juice 
made into treacle. 

Since then there has been a great 
and growing demand for carrot 
treacle for the manufacture of 
chocolates, of sweets and of sauces. 
Apple treacle ig also being made, 
afd the Northern Ireland Govern- 
ment is ot the —t 
of using the low-grade apple crop in 
this way. i 

Swedes and beetroota are also in 
demand for the manufacture of con- 
centrated solutions and swede treacle 
1s said to contain a high percentage 
of vitamin C. The residual pulp 
remaining after the treacle has been 
made car be dried and used as cattle 
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food in the same way as the by- 
product at the beet sugar factories. 
Now that sugar is scarce we would 
do well to find a similar use for 
surplus fruit and vegetables in 
[reland. 


The Field of Bannockburn 


Scotsmen the world over—and 
there are more than a sprinkling in 
Ireland — will rejoice over the 
announcement that the Field of 
Bannockburn, the scene of the great 
victory of the Scots Army in 1314 
over a vastly more numerous Englisn 
Army, is to be preserved for ever 
through its acquisition by the 
National Trust for Scotland. 

The estate to be preserved com- 

rises nearly 60 acres, including the 
sient Bore Stone in which Robert 
Bruce planted his standard before 
the battle, and has been taken over 
largely by the assistance of the 
Pilgrim Trust. 

The Scots and English are to-day, 
of course, great friends, but ‘‘Bannock- 
barn” is frequently mentioned in 
a spirit of banter, and it always: 
alléws the Scot to have the last 
word when argument becomes alittle 
heated as to the respective merits of 
the two nations.
